Area city and county officials 
did not have to be asked more than 
once, when Kentucky’s Transpor¬ 
tation Cabinet asked for input and 
ideas about the state’s Rail Plan. 

During a come and go meeting 
Thursday, Feb. 27 at the Pontotoc 
Park Community building in Ful¬ 
ton, County Judge/Executive Da¬ 
vid Gallagher, Hickman-Fulton 
County Riverport Authority (HF¬ 
CRA) Director Greg Curlin, Ful¬ 
ton Mayor Elaine Forrester and 
Fulton County Transit Authority 
(FCTA) Executive Director Ken¬ 
ney Etherton had specific needs 
in mind as they discussed issues 
relating to area railways. 

“We just wanted to make known 
our needs here, as far as the Am- 
trak Station in Fulton,” Mayor 
Forrester said. “We need to make 
some improvements there, the 
lighting and other potential safety 
issues,” she added. 

Also making a stop during the 
afternoon was Etherton, who 
oversees a business which has 
found transportation via Amtrak 


to be a signature program for 
the local transit authority as it 
provides pick up and delivery 
service to travelers who use 
the Amtrak Station, located 
on U.S. Hwy. 51. 

The station itself, accord¬ 
ing to statistics from the state 
the local station recorded the 
highest number of passen¬ 
gers transported, over Amtrak 


stations located in Ashland, 
Maysville and South Shore. 

Travelers have the option of 
traveling north to Chicago, Ill. 
or south to New Orleans, La. 

Over 11,000 Amtrak pas¬ 
sengers were served in 2013 in 
Kentucky. 

According to Etherton, the

The chances of your money 
getting trapped and you as par¬ 
ents winding up in a situation 
where you’ve actually saved too 
much and a child has leftover 
money just doesn’t happen. This 
is a bunch of drama found only 
in the nightmares of nerds.

(FCDC). Edgin was released 
from the scene at the time. 

The investigation continued 
and Edgin was later arrested 
on charges that originated from 
the earlier traffic stop. A search 
warrant for the residence of John 
Edgin located at 1707 Moscow 
Avenue was obtained and 
executed. Found was numerous 
components and items used to 
manufacture methamphetamine, 
a shake and bake lab, marijuana, 
and drug paraphernalia.

FCTA provides transportation to 
and from the Fulton station for 
safety reasons, as the train arrives at 
the location in the wee hours of the 
morning. 

Through the FCTA, Etherton has 
researched grant funding possibili¬ 
ties available to use for renovations, 
adding the coordination process, in 
preparation for such a grant could 
take up to a year. 

While he said the deadline could 
not be met for this year’s grant from 
the Transportation Cabinet, he is 
continuing to explore other options 
available. 

Judge Gallagher has a vested in¬ 
terest in the state’s railway system, 
as it relates to economic develop¬ 
ment and industrial recruitment for 
the county. 

Industries in Hickman and Fulton 
County such as Insteel, Sigri and 
the HFCRA are in close proximity 
to a section of shortline rail, known 
as Ken-Tenn railroad. Currently, 
Judge Gallagher said, the rails there 
are not sufficient to load and unload 
freight and supplies to the facilities. 

“They are outdated and not ef¬ 
ficient,” Judge Gallagher said. The 
seven-eight mile stretch of railway, 
owned by the HRCDC, a group of 
investors, runs to Insteel, circles 
SGL Carbon, then continues past 
the Riverport and connects to the 
mainline at Dyersburg, Tenn. 

“Did you see that sign over there?” 
Judge Gallagher asked, pointing to 
one of the many graphs, charts and 
statistical analysis presentations 
displayed on table top easels. The 
specific display cited objectives as 
it related to the state’s railway sys¬ 
tem and economic development, 
including identifying adequate rail 
access, developing the rail access, 
working with economic develop¬ 
ment groups to promote rail served 
industrial sites and partnering with 
neighboring states to develop initia¬ 
tives to promote connectivity to the 
national rail system. 

HFCRA Director Curlin said 
he came to the meeting to look for 
funding, plain and simple. 

He said the existing railway, the 
Ken-Tenn railroad, needs major 
improvements. Although barge traf¬ 


fic is a viable means by which to 
transport goods, Curlin said, unless 
there is a tremendous volume, using 
barges to transport goods may not 
be the best option for some indus¬ 
tries. 

He said the current railway which 
circles the riverport has a limited ca¬ 
pacity, at best and could potentially 
need milllions in improvement dol¬ 
lars. 

He said he understood the own¬ 
ers of the short rail section, the 
HRCDC, are five individuals, 
formed some 20 plus years ago. He 
said Judge Gallagher serves on that 
board, however he was unsure of 
the official’s role in regard to being 
able to vote on issues. He said he 
knew the late Jack Gannon had been 
a member of the board, with partial 
ownership, and also understood 
there had been some reorganization 
following Gannon’s death. 

While the purpose of the Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet’s public meeting 
in Fulton did not directly relate to 
funding sources for railway related 
causes in the area, indirectly, the 
input submitted there could have 
an effect on the state’s ability to be 
completely in compliance, if and 
when federal dollars do become 
available. 

A Project Team will prepare a 
revised document plan which will 
highlight and summarize the freight 
and passenger rail operations in 
the state, resulting in a revised set 
of goals and objectives, as well as 
recognizing that operation of rail 
services in the Commonwealth is 
largely dependent upon private op¬ 
erators. 

Lynn J. Soporowski, P.E., Trans¬ 
portation Engineering Branch Man¬ 
ager with the Transportation Cabi¬ 
net said something to keep in mind, 
is the fact passenger and freight rail¬ 
roads are privately owned, and not 
controlled or operated by the state. 
The last Railway plan was updated 
in 2002. 

The state contains over 2,800 
miles of freight rail, 99 rail yards 
with the largest operator listed as 
CSX. Coal is a big commodity, out, 
in and through Kentucky.

Pilots prepare for success in 2014 


The Fulton County Pilots 
baseball team showed big strides 
of improvement in 2013, and 
now are looking to contend for 
the district title and a Regional 
Tournament berth. 

The Pilots used a strong 
group of sophomore players last 
year to win five games, with two 
additional games lost in the final 
at bat. 

For 2014, the junior laden 
squad will take to the diamond 
with a new head coach in the 
dugout. 

Joe Greer, of Hickman, was 
recently hired for the position, 
becoming the third different 
head coach for the baseball 
program over the past three 
seasons. 

Greer will be joined on the 
field by head assistant coach 
Charles Choate, who returns 


after coaching with the Pilots 
in 2013, and new volunteer 
assistant coach Zack Greer. 

The Pilots have 16 players 
on the roster, and are working 
to replace the loss of two 
graduating seniors, Kevin 
Bodon and Javin West, who held 
starting positions in the line-up. 

Going into the third official 
week of practice, coach Greer 
said the players are coming 
together well. 

“They really look good to 
me right now, and I look to 
win a lot of games. Some of 
the players have already shown 
their experience from last year 
and I pretty much knew where 
they would play. They are still 
young, but I think we will 
prevail in many games.” 

Despite the lingering effects 
of winter temperatures and 


precipitation, the Pilots have 
taken to the field almost daily, 
getting in their batting practice, 
fielding practice and basic 
drills. 

“It’s been really cold and I 
have to admire them for coming 
out here and practicing in this 
type of weather. But, we may 
have to play games in these 
conditions. I’m really proud of 
the guys because they have put 
the weather aside and practiced 
hard.

Martin. “My training and expe¬ 
rience in highway engineering 
provide me with a strong under¬ 
standing of road construction 
and maintenance. 

“Moreover, my background 
in economic development pro¬ 
vides me with the ability to ac¬ 
curately assess the economic 
condition of Fulton County, as 
well as the skills to formulate 
strategies to get our county on 
sound footing.” He noted that 
his qualifications were recog¬ 
nized in 2011, when he was 
named the State of Kentucky 
Economic Development Allied 
Professional of the Year, and in 
2012, when inducted into the 
Kentucky Economic Develop¬ 
ment Hall of Fame. 

Weatherly, 45, a resident of 
Hickman, is currently studying 
to obtain his bachelor of science 
degree in finance at the Univer¬ 
sity of Tennessee at Martin. He 
is a native and lifelong resident 
of Fulton County. With his wife 
Marsha of 25 years, he has two 
daughters, Maegan, a gradu¬ 
ate student at the University of 
Kentucky, and Leah, a freshman 
at Fulton County High School. 

Weatherly notes his back¬ 
ground in business and govern¬ 
ment, coupled with his educa¬ 
tion in finance and accounting as 
a skill set that uniquely qualifies 
him for the position. “Serving 
as president of the Fulton Coun¬ 
ty Levee Commissioners and as 
mayor pro-tem for the Hickman 
City Commission has helped me 
develop and hone skills in areas 
such as budgeting, manage¬ 
ment, and intergovernmental 
relations,” Weatherly said. 

Atwill, 67, born in Fulton 
County and currently a resident 
of the Cayce community, has 
completed two years of college 
and is retired from the Kentucky 
Department of Transportation 
and the Kentucky National 
Guard with 30+ years of ser¬ 
vice. He is married to Melanie 
Atwill. J.L. has two children, 
Camiel Taylor, Jay Atwill, and 
one stepson, Seth McPherson, 
and he and Melanie have three 
grandchildren, Nick and Emma 
Taylor and Clare McPherson. 

“I have been involved with 
city, county, and state govern¬ 
ment since 1986,” Atwill said 
when addressing his qualifica¬ 
tions. “During this time I served 
as disaster and emergency ser¬ 
vices director. Eve worked pub¬ 
lic work, farmed for 20+ years, 
served as Hickman city man¬ 
ager, volunteered as emergency 
management deputy director, 
and deputy sheriff/K9 officer. I 
have a vested interest in Fulton 
County and want it to thrive in 
the years to come for not only 
us, but also for future genera¬ 
tions.” 

Population and economic de¬ 
velopment are among the top is¬ 
sues the three men feel are most 
affecting Fulton County. “Popu¬ 
lation loss is our most pressing 
problem,” stated Martin. “We 
have lost 55% of our popula¬ 
tion since 1920. The decrease in 
population has brought losses to 
every sector of our economy and 
to all our institutions. I propose 


the development of a set of strat¬ 
egies that will stop the bleeding 
and then set a course which will 
improve our competitiveness in 
several different areas: job cre¬ 
ation, residential development, 
and retail opportunities.” 

He added that the real issues 
of the county must first be de¬ 
fined. “Once our strengths and 
weaknesses are clear, we must 
capitalize on our strengths to 
improve our competitiveness, 
to revitalize our job market and 
economy, and to foster popula¬ 
tion growth,” added Martin 

“Like many rural communi¬ 
ties, Fulton County is experi¬ 
encing a decline in population, 
high unemployment, and too 
many of its citizens living below 
the poverty line,” stated Weath¬ 
erly. “The key to turning these 
trends around has two parts: 1) 
We must seek out and convince 
industry to locate here, there¬ 
by creating jobs that will fuel 
growth. 2) To be successful in 
our endeavor to attract industry, 
we must convince the state and 
federal government to build and 
maintain the critical infrastruc¬ 
ture that supports industry. This 
includes roads, especially four- 
lane and interstate highways 
and bridges, but it also includes 
rail (support) and our ports and 
harbors.” 

“Like other counties, we need 
more economic development,” 
stated Atwill, “to help generate 
income and attract new busi¬ 
ness.” 

A particular issue Martin 
would address is creating jobs. 
“Creating jobs is the tip of the 
bullet that will shoot down what 
ails Fulton County,” Martin said. 
“We have a very good economic 
development organization in the 
county, and I have no intention 
of interfering with what they 
are doing. My role would be to 
support and augment that orga¬ 
nization in any way possible. 
I do think, however, there are 
many avenues to improve our 
competitiveness. I would like to 
spend a great deal of my time as 
Judge/Executive improving our 
overall product and marketing 
our county to all who are look¬ 
ing to build, expand, relocate, or 
grow.” 

“I would like to see manu¬ 
facturing plants locate in all 
the empty facilities we have in 


the county,” stated Weatherly 
as his particular issue of focus. 
“I want Fulton County to have 
the lowest unemployment rate 
in the Purchase Area instead 
of the highest. I don’t want the 
low cost of living to be the only 
reason people want to move to 
Fulton County. 

“I would like to see Kentucky 
spend as much money building 
and repairing roads in Fulton 
County as they do in the golden 
triangle (Frankfort, Louisville, 
and Lexington),” Weatherly 
said. 

Atwill would like to continue 
and enhance cooperation be¬ 
tween cities and county, for the 
betterment of Fulton County as 
well as surrounding counties. 
“This is a current process tak¬ 
ing place through Fulton/Hick¬ 
man County Economic Devel¬ 
opment,” stated Atwill. “I also 
support our county effort to 
continue services provided to 
citizens of Fulton in their city.” 

“I am a consensus manager,” 
Martin noted. “I don’t make 
decisions in a vacuum. I listen 
to everyone’s concerns. I don’t 
make decisions in the interest 
of special groups but rather in 
the interest of us all. I have the 
experience to understand the 
issues and challenges that lie 
ahead, and I have the skills to 
develop (helpful) strategies. I 
will be a full-time county Judge/ 
Executive who will, in conjunc¬ 
tion with others, face the issues 
that are ahead.” 

“To be successful in local 
government I believe a person 
needs to have a vested interest 
in the community,” Weatherly 
said. “I believe they need to be 
willing to stand boldly for Ful¬ 
ton County in meetings at the 
regional, state, and federal lev¬ 
els of government. 

“I have done this for the Le¬ 
vee Board and successfully 
obtained millions of dollars in 
federal funding to build and 
maintain the levee for the safety 
and prosperity of the citizens 
of Fulton County,” he said. He 
feels his strengths include his 
education, experience, a posi¬ 
tive attitude, and a supportive 
family. 

“It is important for a county 
official, in particular county 
Judge/Executive, to possess

for citizens, assertiveness when 
necessary, respect for others, 
and flexibility,” stated Atwill. 
“The county Judge/Executive 
should make sound decisions 
after collecting all the facts of 
the task-at-hand.” 

Atwill pointed out his expe¬ 
rience in multiple areas of city, 
county, and state government; 
practicality, the ability to com¬ 
municate; willing to work for 
Fulton County, and knowledge 
of the process of position du¬ 
ties as his strengths.

Comets depth sinks Pilots in districts

The Fulton County Pilots 
chance to capture a district title 
were ended last week, basically 
at the hands of two players, who 
were not even in their teams 
starting line-up. 

Carlisle County got a 26 
point combined effort from 
bench players Paxton Crider 
and Jordan Kellett, to hand the 
Pilots a 55-52 tournament loss 
at Fulton City High School. 

“They really hurt us.” 
said Pilots coach Mitchell 
Williamson. “Crider hadn’t 
played for a couple of week’s 
due to an injury and came in 
and hit two three pointers quick 
and then Kellett played just as 
well. So, they really caused us 
problems all night.” 

The game was much 
anticipated, after the two teams 
both posted home wins during 
the regular season play. 

Fulton County came out 
strong in the first quarter, with 
a 3-point shot from Davis Major 
giving the Pilots a 13-6 first 
quarter advantage. 

After that point, the Comets 
ran out on a 21-13 scoring spurt 
thru the second quarter, which 
gave them a 32-26 halftime 
advantage. 

The third quarter saw Carlisle 
take their biggest lead of the 
night at 38-28, with 5:03 on 
the clock, but the most exciting 
basketball of the night was to 
come. 

Trailing 40-32 to begin the 
fourth quarter, Davis Major 
pumped in seven straight points 
to pull the Pilots to within three 
points, 44-41, at the 6:27 mark. 

The Comets lead was then 
cut to a single point, 45-44 with 
2:40 remaining, when Devontae 
Hampton buried a 3-point shot 
from the deep outside the arc. 

The game would come down 
to a last possession play, in 


which Fulton County needed a 
3-point shot to tie, but a triple 
team defense on Major resulted 
in a stripped ball and elimination 
for the Mots. 

“We really played well in 
the game despite the loss,” said 
Williamson. “This was a tough 
ballgame. Physical game on 
both ends. Our defense for the 
most part was strong. Our press 
caused them issues. In one way I 
guess you could look at the free 
throw stat and say there was a 
difference. We shot 10 and 
they shot 25. It was a game we 
wanted to win, but it just didn’t 
come out our way.” 


The Pilots were led in the

Informational Interact meeting draws 90 students

For several years the Hickman 
Rotary Club has provided Fulton 
County High School freshmen 
the opportunity to participate in 
Rotary Youth Leadership Awards 
(RYLA). Most RYLA events 
focus on secondary school stu¬ 
dents, university students, or 
young professionals. 

FCHS students Jeremiah 
Bagley and Sasha Montgom¬ 
ery are two of the students who 
participated in the event. Bagley 
for the last two years and Mont¬ 
gomery for the last four. The an¬ 
nual event lasts 3-10 days and 
includes presentations, activities, 
and workshops that cover a vari¬ 
ety of topics, including: 

• Leadership fundamentals and 
ethics 

• Communication skills 

• Problem solving and conflict 
management 

• Community and global citi¬ 
zenship 

Following Bagley and Mont¬ 
gomery’s involvement in RYLA, 
they felt compelled to involve 
other young people in their 
RYLA experience, and they are 
doing this through Interact, a 
club for youth ages 12-18 focus¬ 
ing on relationships and activities 
within their communities. 

Interact club members have 
fun while carrying out service 
projects and learning about the 
world. Interact clubs organize at 
least two service projects a year, 
one that benefits their commu¬ 
nity and one that encourages in¬ 
ternational understanding. While 
Interact clubs receive guidance 
from individual Rotary clubs, the 
youth groups govern and support 
themselves. 

Bagley led an informational 
meeting about Interact on Thurs¬ 
day afternoon, Feb. 27, with 90 
FCHS students. Montgomery 
spoke about her experience with 
RYLA and explained why it is 
important for the students to be 
involved in their community. 

“We as teenagers take so much 
for granted,” she said. “It is im¬ 
portant for you to take this club 
seriously.” 

“Yes, you will be asked to do 
some work,” stated ATC princi¬ 


pal Terry Sullivan, Hickman Ro- 
tarian and sponsor for the group, 
“but you will have fun while you 
give back to your community.” 
Club projects might include rak¬ 
ing someone’s lawn or painting a 
building. Following their partici¬ 
pation in Interact, students can 
transition into the Rotaract or¬ 
ganization which brings together 
people ages 18-30 and is the 
threshold organization to mem¬ 
bership in Rotary International. 

This organization involves 
universities and communities 
worldwide to organize service 
activities, develop leadership and 
professional skills, and encourage 
fun. Rotary clubs sponsor them, 
but Rotaract members manage 
and fund their own clubs. At this 
time, the nearest Rotaract club is 
in Paducah. They meet on the first 
Monday of every month at 6 p.m. 
at the National Quilt Museum. 
“We have volunteer and social 
activities each month, but those 
are floating,” added Angie Hat¬ 
ton, a Paducah Rotaract member. 
“Our monthly meeting is set for 
the first Monday of every month, 
unless it falls on a holiday. Then 
we move it to the next Monday.”

Hickman’s Rotary Club cur¬ 
rently consists of 32 business 
professionals who work and live 
in the Hickman area. The club 
meets at The Citizens Bank com¬ 
munity room on Thursdays at 
noon for their lunch and program 
meeting. 

The organization will be cele¬ 
brating 20 years in existence this 
year in April. Betty Abernathy is 
serving as the club’s president 
with Charlotte Smith, president¬ 
elect, Tracey Lamb, secretary, 
and Bonnie Poynor, treasurer.

bring a deeper meaning to one’s 
life. 

This is the vision that struck 
Connor. “It was a blessing to 
go,” he said. “It is pretty amazing 
to help people.” 

For Connor, the trip also 
strengthened his relationship 
with God while he was forming 
a bond with the deaf community 
of Puerto Rico. “The deaf people 
don’t have anything,” he said. 
“They are treated as if they are 
nothing. It was sad, but it was 
an inspiration to help people 
who really can’t get any help for 
themselves.” 

The work was hard, and 
with little knowledge of sign 
language, communication with 
the deaf people was difficult, but 
Connor is ready to go back. “I 
would definitely do it again,” he 
said. “If someone was undecided 
about going, I would tell them it 
would be the best idea that they 
would have all year.” 

Looking back, even at a young 
age, Connor realizes he was 
blessed to be there as he saw 
the looks on the Puerto Ricans’ 
faces after he worked all week 
performing tasks like finishing 
concrete. “I learned how to work 
with concrete from my dad,” he 
said proudly, truly making this a 
family affair for the first-timer. 

Having cooks Linda Alexander, 
Karen Langford, and Betty 
Campbell with them on the trip 


was another gift. “Even though 
I was far from the comforts of 
home, the weather was great, 
80 degrees and sunny,” he said, 
“and another plus was enjoying 
some of my favorite foods like 
tacos and chicken and dumplings 
prepared by the cooks we brought 
with us.” 

Dixie Major, a FCHS junior 
and the daughter of Mindy 
and Rick Major, was also on 
the trip with Connor. This was 
Dixie’s third time traveling to 
Puerto Rico with the Powells’ 
team, and she has also spent 
several summers with Kentucky 
Changers. 

Kentucky Changers goes way 
beyond the typical “summer 
camp” experience. Participants 
are challenged to become “On 
Mission” Christians as they live 
out their faith getting their hands 
dirty doing exterior home repairs 
for low-income families. 

“We stayed and worked on two 
homes in the nearby mountains,” 
explained Dixie about the recent 
Puerto Rico trip. “One of the 
houses belonged to a deaf family 
and the other belonged to their 
relatives.” The deaf family was 
not able to pay their water bill, 
forcing them to use rain water 
and the second family’s water. 

“One day we traveled across 
the island to seal the roofs of 
the houses of two deaf church 


members,” explained Dixie. 
“Puerto Rico has a large deaf 
population, and few people 
know American Sign Language 
(ASL), so the deaf community 
has trouble communicating and 
getting jobs.” Because of the lack 
of communication, many of that 
community are extremely poor 
and are often treated unfairly. 

“Though Puerto Rico is a 
territory of the United States, 
its culture is very different from 
that of the continental U.S.,” 
Dixie added. “Language barriers 
that occur both with Spanish 
and ASL make communication 
difficult, but with God’s help 
we are still able to witness to the 
deaf as well as the hearing. 

“We hand out Spanish Bibles 
whenever we get the chance,” 
she said, “and team members 
witness to any English speaker 
they meet. 

“It is an amazing experience 
that I would never have 
imagined having three years 
ago,” concluded Dixie. 

Financial support from 
churches in the West Kentucky 
Baptist Association and 
individuals help pay costs for 
the Puerto Rico teams. “Without 
them we would not be able to 
go and do the work,” stated the 
Powells. “All the money that is 
donated to us is used only for 
materials.”

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My name is David Weatherly, and I am seeking the office of Fulton County Judge/Executive. My name will be listed first on the ballot in 
the election on May 20, and I am asking for your vote and support. 

Since I am asking for your vote and support I feel as if I should tell you a little about myself, my family, what I think is important for Fulton 
County, and what I intend to do if you elect me as your Judge/Executive. 

I am 45 years old. I’m a native and lifelong resident of Fulton County. I graduated from Fulton County High School in 1986, and I am 
currently finishing my Bachelor’s degree in Finance at UT-Martin. My wife Marsha and I have been married for 25 years. We have 2 daugh¬ 
ters: Maegan, who is a graduate student at UK, and Leah, who is a freshman at Fulton County High School. My family and I enjoy many 
activities together such as running, biking, and watersports. We have participated in several 5K charity runs and even 1 triathlon. We are 
members of the First United Methodist Church in Hickman. My family has been a great influence in my life. 

I grew up on a small family farm in the Sassafras Ridge community, which is located in the western end of Fulton County. I worked for my 
father and uncle on that farm until I was old enough to become a partner with my Dad. He eventually retired and I ran that farming opera¬ 
tion through 2013. When I learned that Judge/Executive Gallagher was planning to retire, after much thought, prayer, and discussion, I 
made the decision to run for this office. In order to do this I needed to finish the college education I had been working on part-time, and 
reorganize the farming operation so I would no longer need to be there. I will finish classes and earn my degree in Finance this December, 
and family members have already taken over the day-to-day operation of the farm. This will allow me to devote myself entirely to the duties 
of Fulton County Judge/Executive. 

My first exposure to county government was at an early age when my Dad, James Weatherly, known by most people as Sam, was elected 
to the Fulton County School Board. He served in that position from the time I was in elementary school until I graduated from high school. 
He retired after I graduated because he believed the school district would be best served by board members that had children attending 
school. From his first election to his last he was never opposed. I believe this was because he always had the best interest of the people at heart and everyone knew it. I have always 
tried to follow his lead in the positions I have served in, and will continue to do so if elected Fulton County Judge/Executive. I have worn many hats over the years, serving in 
several different positions in local government. 

I spent many years on the Fulton County Extension Board. I have served as the President of the Fulton County Board of Levee Commissioners for the past 5-1/2 years. I was 
elected to the Hickman City Commission in 2012, and currently serve as Mayor Pro-tem. During my time on the Levee Board we successfully secured over $21 million dollars in 
federal funding to build and maintain critical infrastructure in Fulton County.
